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INTERNA TIONAL 3 OPERATION. 
‘The National Grange adjourned ‘tnt 


Friday, after a busy session of thirteen 
days. Two hundred and fifty eight 
resolutions, memorials, petitions, re- 
_ ports and other papers were presented, 
all of which were finally acted on. The 
belief prevailed at the close that the 
national body had fully met the ex- 


‘pectations of the membership at large. 

Perbaps the most important action 
of the body reiated to the subject of 
international co-operation. It was de- 
cided to organize “as soon as practica- 
bie” the Anglo-American co-operative 
trading company, for tLe direct inter- 
change of articles of consumption. 
The members of each state 
are to decide 
whether they will engage in both 
export and import trade or in export 
trade alone. As soon as any of the 
grange associations subscribe for 


the required $125,000, gold, of Ameri- 


can shares of the company to establish 


'. the necessary shipping and receiving 


aepots iu an American port, they are 
to notify the executive committee of 
the proposed company in England that 
such is the fact, and that the grange is 
ready to complete negotiations and 
open trade with them. The report con- 
taias recommendations for beginning 
and perfecting the work: 

To establish at the earliest practicable time 

the proposed state or inter-s‘ate associationr, 
let medugs be called, with due notice, at our 
chief trade centres, by state granges, or their ex- 
écutive committees. Let these be attended by 
such delegates as subordinate, county, and state 
granges or local business associations may au- 
thorize to represent them. Let these adopt the 
ruies for such association, fixing amount of 
stock, size aud mode of issuing shares, elect di- 
rectors, and take all such preliminary steps as 
are necessary to secure the well-being of their 
members. When ready for work let acceptable 
state agents or other reliable business men be 
made their busivess managers. Have both s0 
organized that all patrons, and patrons only, 
can take stock in them under proper restrictions, 
if they so desire. 
The report concludes: Let us sustain, by 
our combined trade and influence, the manu- 
factariug and other firms at home which, from 
confidence in the soundness of our principles, 
and the fidelity of our order, have remained 
true to us, giving upin many instances their 
old alliances and trade to aid us and to sustain 
the principles of grange trade.
